Ajax president Guy 
Spiteri hes forthright 
ideas on revolution- 
leing Victoria’s State 
League soccer. . 

He is not happy about talk of 
extending the Victorian State 
League to 16 clubs. Spiteri 
argues the league s should be re- 
duced in size, “owing to the in- 
eptitude and the lack of ability 


of some of the present State 
League clubs.”’ 


Spiteri suggests: 

e Stop the proliferation of 
clubs within the metropolitan 
area and encourage amal- 
gamation. 

e@ Stop junior games being 
played at the same time as 
State League games. 

© Stop Industrial League 
aS being played on Sun- 





e@ Be more choosy with 
regard to State League mem- 
bership. 


e Demand that State Lea: 
clubs improve their existing 
facilities, both ground and 
social. 


e@ Selected junior players be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 21 be 
tied by a five-year apprentice- 
ship scheme with their clubs. 


e The VSF should employ a 
top notch promotions man, his 
salary to be paid 50 percent by 
the federation and 50 percent 
from a levy imposed on State 
League clubs. 


e After 15 rounds, a 16 team 
State League should split into 
two groups -— a championship 
and relegation zone. Then, the 
next 15 games should be 
played along these lines: The 
top eight clubs play each other 
twice for the championship; 
the bottom eight play each 
other twice to decide the re- 
legation issue. 
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Old n mates Gear Campbell (teft) and Doug Brown ght) 
swapped clubs last Thursday and played against each other three 
days later.

In Adelaide we had a promis- 
ing debut by young forward Steve 
Maxwell of Adelaide City and 
he’s likely to be joined on 
Sunday by youth Socceroo Jue 
Mullen. 

In Brisbane, Steve Clockner 
starred in City’s attack, and 
youth Socceroo, Russell Stew- 
art, had a fine debut for Lions. 

David Lowe of Newcastle 
maintained his brilliant form 
and in Sydney, two young 
players have been added to the 
national youth squad which 
Started a training camp at 
Camperdown on Monday. They 
are Marconi left back Joe Riz- 
zotto and Olympic centre back 
Tony Dakos. 

Senior players also know the 
value of showing their best 
form, as national coach Les 
Scheinflug has started his 
search for players to strength- 
en the Australian squad which 
meets England in June. 

Last Sunday, Scheinflug 
went to St George Stadium 
specifically to assess goalkee- 
per Terry Greedy, stopper 
Mike O’Shea and Scheinflug’s 
old favorite, Peter Stone. 

New men at new clubs also 
will have a major venting ion 
the outcome of Sunday’s 
round of NSL matches. Doug 
Brown of Hellas, for example, 
scored twice in his debut 
against his former club, Make- 
donia, last Sunday.

A new force takes hold as NSL kicks off:

The ASF and NSL last week 
sent a telegram to the Prime 
Minister, Minister for Com- 
munications, Leader of the Op- 
position as well as the Shadow 
Minister for Communications 
and Shadow Minister for 
Sport, indicating soccer’s dis- 
enchantment with the ABC- 

The ABC has refused to 
cover the NSL because of the 
ASF failure to guarantee the 
ABC rights to international 
soccer played in Australia. 

The ASF recently signed a 
four year contract with the 
Seven Network to televise 
Australia’s international 
matches. A commercial net- 
work was signed to satisfy the 
needs of ASF sponsor West 
Nally which has signed a $3 
million deal over four years to 
help Australia on its path to 
qualifying for the 1986 World 
Cup. It was indicated to the 
ABC that Australia could not 
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ASF slams 
ABC over 
NSL snub 


seriously participate in inter- 
national soccer without such 
sponsorship. At the same time, 
the ASF decided that the com- 
mercial value of the NSL was 
not sufficient to warrant com- 
mercial TV. 

The recent Dix report 
recommended that the ABC 
should, by reason of its public 
obligations, cover those sports 
which are either not com- 
mercially viable or are not 
given ample coverage in rural 
areas. Soccer is such a sport. 
But while the national basket- 
ball league and ice hockey 
league enjoy coverage, soccer

Sermanni 
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new star 
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in Tommy Serman- 
ni, Marcon! has ac- 
quired a player who 
already has made his 
mark In three coun- 
tries and possesses 
the credentials to 
make a considerable 
impact in his latest 
environment. 


Glasgow-born, Sermanni 
had his first taste of senior 
soccer in the colors of Scottish 
second division side Albion 
Rovers as the 1973-74 season 
Started. 


He netted on his debut 
against Forfar Athletic and 
finished the campaign as the 
Coatbridge club’s leading 
goalscorer. 

Although always more ofa 
schemer and creator of goals 
than a specialist striker, and 
playing for a mediocre outfit. 
Sermanni regularly appeared 
on the scoresheet.

Rovers struggled at the 
bottom end of the league 
ladder yet twice reached the 
Scottish League Cup’ quarter- 
finals, during the Glaswe- 
gian’s five seasons with them, 
which produced 38 goals from 
15] appearances. 

A number of English clubs 
were reported to be checking 
on his progress before one of 
them, Blackpool, offered 
terms and the part-time play- 
er-schoolteacher became a 
fully-fledged professional in 
March, 1978. 


He already had experienced 
playing soccer outside his 
native land however, for a 
year earlier, New Zealand’s 
Christchurch United recruited 
him for a brief, but highly suc- 
cessful, stint as a guest player.

Unfortunately, Blackpool 
was in the midst of the most 
miserable period in its history 
when Sermanni joined. Once a 
long established force in the 
First Division, it slipped from 
Second to Fourth Division in 
four seasons. 


The Scot was given little op- 
portunity to help turn the tide, 
playing just 10 first team 
games before transferring to 

orquay United after only 17 
months in Lancashire. 


Sefmanni quickly proved his 
worth at Torquay — a town 
noted for being rthe home of 
“Fawlty Towers’” and flawed 
football. Converted into a 
cultured, probing midfielder, 
he was appointed team captain 
in his first season. 

A serious cartilage injury 
only became a bothersome 
interruption to Sermanni’s ca- 
reer, but the grave financial 
state of English soccer 
almost ended it. 


In April, 1982, the majority 
of Torquay’s playing staff 
were shed, including the skip- 


per. ' 
Sermanni had become dis-

enchanted long before then. 
Early in the season, the Devon 
club led the Fourth Division 
but the transfer of key 
players sabotaged all promo- 
tion ambitions and the Gulls 
slumped back into their 
customary lowly position. 


Torquay’s policy may have 
kept it in the black, but it was 
no recipe for success on the 
pitch. 
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Another short spell with 
Christchurch United restored 
Sermanni’s appetite for the 
game and prompted specula- 
tion that his future lay in New 
Zealand, but it was not to be 
and the linkman, somewhat re- 
luctantly, returned to Scotland 
and, he feared, the blackboard 
jungle. 


The Caledonian had few re- 
servations about signing then 
when Marconi approached him 
late last year. A dedicated per-

Bennett was hospitalised for 
two weeks to allow the nerve 
to settle and be manipulated. 
After he was discharged, Ben- 
nett sought every kind of tea- 
tment from chiropractors to 
acupunture. He even tried to

to see if he had any advice 
after also being troubled by a 
back injury. 

If the way Bennett ap 
proached each new suggestion 
of treatment were a medicine 
he would have been back on 
the park in a week, but unfor-

Even- 
tually he decided to ‘‘make a 
break"’ and applied to come to 
Australia. 

The Scotsman, who also 
spent three years at Dundee 
after leaving school, took an 
instant liking to the set-up at 
Lions and, as a free agent, 
signed for the club last week. 

If Bennett isn’t fit to play in 
the opening rounds, Sime is 
certain to wear the stopper’s 
shirt. But if the big man gets 
over his injury, Lions will have 
two lookalikes of similar style 
and that might not be bad 
news. 

How many national league 
strikers would relish the 
thought of having to get 
atound one Col Bennett and 
immediately be faced with an- 
other?

Barry Pickering had an out- 
Standing game in the Kiwi 
goal, making many superb 
saves. One effort in particular 
— clawing away a deflected 
shot by Alan Niven at the foot 
of his post, must have been 
particularly heartbreaking for 
the Australians, coming just 
eight minutes from time. 

Yet the National Mutual 
Miramar Rangers player was 
a surprise selection which, 
when announced shortly 
before kick-off, caused a buzz 
to circulate Mount Smart. 

World Cup hero Frank van 
Hattum had been regarded as 
one of the few certainties in 
the restructured home team, 
only for new coach Allan Jones 
to demonstrate his astuteness 
by fielding the sharper Pick- 
ering. _ 








The match ended a long 
period of frustration for the 
long-time stand by, whose 
international appearances 
have been cruelly restricted 
by a series of injuries. 

Like many who fill his posi- 
tion, Pickering started as an 
outfield player before reluc- 
tantly being persuaded to oper- 
ate between the posts when the 
usual occupant became ill, and 
has remained there ever since. 

First representing Hutt 
Valley at under 8 level in 1964, 
he spent the next dozen years 
moving up through the prov- 
ince’s grade XIs. 

Entering senior football, 
four seasons were spent with 
Petone in the Central Regional 
League, before Pickering 
moved to Rothmans National 
Leaguers Stop Out in 1977 and 
promptly helped his new team 
gain its highest ever position 
on the ladder — second. 

In the same seson, he made 
his debut at full representative 
level, appearing for the Well- 
ington team beaten 1-0 by 
Northern New South Wales. 

International recognition 
came within 12 months, in the 
South Korean president’s Cup.

Jovan 
Djordjevic was the last of 
Marconi’s penalty takers 
and he had to score to give 
Marconi the Ampol Cup. 
His shot was too good for 
Terry Greedy and the ball 
nestled in the top left hand 
corner of the net to give 
Marconi this much needed 
boost, days before the NSL 
competition is due to start. 

It was a fast and furious 
game, with soccer the most 
pronounced winner. Tackles 
were hard and action was 
swift with neither side giving 
an inch throughout the match. 

Mark Barton at one end then 
Rod Brown at the other end 
made goalkeepers work hard 
and let us have a glimpse of 
things to come, early in the 
match, then Saints struck with 
a fine goal by Barton. 

After a poor clearance by 
Marconi's defence, Barton 
picked up to storm through 
some feeble tackling before 
facing Maher to score in the 
19th minute, Marconi’s goal 








Remember Lajos 
Koritar, the former 
Hungarian “’B”’ inter- 
national who spent 
most of last season 
with St George Bun- 
dapest? 

If you don’t, you 
can be forgiven; but 
Koritar most 
certainly has memo- 
ries of ‘the Land of 
the Kangaroos’’, 
even if his memory is 
somewhat hazy and 
selective. 


This is the general feeling 
around last year’s PSL Grand 
Final winner following the 
publication of a half page ar- 
ticle in Budapest sports daily 
“Nepsport’’ (People's Sport) 
recently. 

It is a summing up of 10 
months Koritar spent in our 
midst, which opens with the 
statement claiming “‘there’s 
nothing better in the world 
than to be a soccer player in 
Hungary...” 

And St George officials 
agree that there’s nothing 
better than for Koritar to be a 
footballer — back in Hungary. 

In an amazing article, Kori- 
tar levels a number of charges 
which would be extremely se- 
rious, if not for the fact that 
they are patently ridiculous: 

e Footballing “‘guest work- 
ers’’ cannot protect their 
interests; 

e There’s no guarantee that 
contractual agreements are 
adhered to; 

e Koritar found it impos- 
sible to recall any pleasant 
memories of his 10 months’ 
stay in Australia; 

e He was dropped from the 
team for no valid reason; 

@ The St George committee 
is not interested in the fact 
that supporters wish to see 
Hungarian players in the 
team; 

e When he suffered a leg in- 
jury, Koritar claims to have 
known immediately that the 
club would have no patience in 
waiting for his recovery; 

e He complained about the 
fact that Australian soccer 
players have normal jobs, 
besides earning part of their 
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came five minutes later, 
directly from a corner kick — 
Rene Licata curved the ball 
from the right hand side with 
the inside of his left foot and 
the ball took a sudden dip close 
to the near post to elude the 
groping hands of Greedy. 

Dez Marton was through 
minutes later, but Maher 
dived at the feet of Saints’ 
danger man to block the shot. 

Marconi went ahead in the 
29th minute. Licata managed 
to slip away from Dave Skeen 
and send a high cross to the far 
post for Mark Jankovics to tap 
into the net to make it 2-1. Five 
minutes later Licata was in 
the clear on the left hand side 
and only 10 metres from goal 
but blasted over the bar. 

Brown had another oppor- 
tunity for Marconi close to the 
end of the first half, but, the 
woodwork got in the way and 
the home side went in at haif 
time leading by the slenderest 
of margins. 

13 minutes into the second 
half Marton scored after a 
good through ball by Skeen to 
pave the way for yet another 
exciting finish. 

After 66 minutes Jankovics 
raced through the middle to 
face Greedy, but the Saints 
keeper dived at his feet to grab 
the ball, Jankovics rose and 
was challenged by David Rat- 
cliffe, who appeared to head- 
butt Jankovics, Marconi’s stri- 
ker, who has had his nose 
broken twice during his ca- 
reer, fell to the ground and ref- 
eree Gary Power had no he- 
sitation in sending Ratcliffe 
off. 

There were some con- 
tentious arguments about Jan- 
kovics ‘“‘making a meal of it” 
and giving Power ‘‘no choice’. 
Without much ado, I would like 
to ask all those who felt other- 
wise, what would you do after 
seeing a player headbutt an- 
other? 

Irrespective of the damage 
to the opponent, the action de- 
serves only one thing — an 
early shower.

cer, Koritar claimed it is “im- 
possible to run serious 
teams’’; 

e He claimed that ‘during 
my first fortnight they were 
hugging and kissing me like a 
pauper would embrace his 
first banknote; later people 
didn’t even inquire as to how I 
am”: 

e Soccer, in general, is an 
unsuccessful enterprise in the 
shadow of rugby’s and base- 
ball’s (sic!) overwhelming 
popularity. 

e Players have to look after 
and carry their own boots, 
shirts and shorts to trainings 
and games; 

Quite a list. One only can 
wonder about the impression it 
Jeft on Hungary’s soccer 
loving — if long suffering — 
round ball fanatics. 

Careful reading of this 
tirade immediately points up 
its questionable nature. 

While charging that con- 
tracts were not kept, Koritar 
also lets it be known that the 
final parting of the ways with 
St George was by common 
agreement and mutual satis- 
faction. 

And why not? 

Saints’ manager Frank Arok 
this week revealed that Kori- 
tar for his 10 months’ stay with 
the club received payments 
equivalent to 18 months of his 
contract. 

‘We didn’t even seek to en- 
force the clause which made 
our obligations to the player 
dependent on him playing in at 
least 75 percent of our first 
team games,’’ he pointed out. 

‘*‘No one at St George has 
been ever shortchanged by a 
cent, and Koritar is no ex- 
ception from this,’’ said Arok. 

Through Koritar’s early de- 
parture, the Saints saved 


Strange though, when you 
think that only two weeks ago, 
the two players were the best 
of buddies at Ruschcutters 
Bay, while in training with the 
Australian national team. 


Ratcliffe was unhappy about 
being sent-off and felt that it 
was the action of the opponent 
and not his own that caused 
him to be ordered off so hé 
continued his private war with 
Jankovics in the club cafeteria 
after the match hurling abuse 
at the Marconi striker. In 
chimed Robbie Slater with a 
few words aimed at an elderly 

entleman standing next to 
ankovics (identified later as 
the father of the Marconi stri- 
rae only adding fuel to the 
ire. 


Ratcliffe and Slater are fine 
players indeed, but their be- 
haviour left a lot to be desired 
and unfair to the club patrons 
who had to stand and witness 
the miserable aftermath to a 
great game of soccer. 

I wonder what Saints 
players felt being left with 
only 10 men. 

Back to the game. 

Following that indiscretion 
by Ratcliffe a penalty was 
given. Jankovics took it but 
Greedy made a superb save! 

Some fine attacking soccer 
followed and St George, des- 
pite its one man deficit con- 
tinued to attack and looked the 
better side. Chances came at 
both ends with John Muskovits 
hitting the foot of the post and 
Robert O’Shea clearing off the 
line after a fine effort by 
Ricky Budini. 


Extra time was no different 
with chances coming thick and 
fast. It was Greedy who made 
a point blank save in the 93rd 
minute from Tom McCulloch, 
after some fine work by Janko- 
vics, then Maher made an 
equally good save at the other 
end after Paul Wilkinson 
headed from a cross by 
Marton in the 96th minute. 

Jankovics put Marconi 


ahead with a fine goal in the 


which would have been pay- 
able to the player in match 
payments if he stayed. 

“The fact is that Koritar 
took home with him 10 years’ 
equivalent of what he would 
have earned in Hungarian foot- 
ball — at his age — after just 
10 months,” Arok stated em- 
phatically. 

Arok also ridiculed the 
claimed bias against players 
of Hungarian extraction, by 
pointing out that his squad in- 
cludes Dez Marton, Andrew 
Koczka, Les Feher and John 
Muskovics. 

He hastened to add that, 
“they appear in the team not 
because of their national back- 
ground, but because the quali- 
ty of their play makes them 
worthy of selection’’. 

“This is where Koritar fell 
down, as it is almost impos- 
sible to have a man in the team 
who throughout a whole season 
hardly even gains possession 
from the opposition, 

“But, I was even willing to 
put up with that, if only he 
could have been another Dez 
Marton, willing and able to lift 
the level of the team's play 
through his individual skills 
and experience. 

“When we signed Koritar 
on, I expected him to be a de- 
termining factor in Budapest's 
style of play; a player who 
could define and mould our 
efforts and leave his mark on 
the team.” 

Arok said he certainly didn’t 
need to import a player who 
would just be one of 11 on the 
pitch. 

The St George Budapest 
manager also was irate about 
Koritar’s statements, accu- 
sing the club and its officials of 
not having any interest in his 
welfare.

“In Koritar’s case, as in 
others, the Hungarian sports 
media, instead of highlighting 
the fact that yet another of 
their players failed to live up 
to the physical demands and 
skill levels of a professional 
football club abroad, try to 
find excuses and blame others 
for failure. 


“The fact is that such a fail- 
ure can only be blamed on the 
obvious shortcomings of Hun- 
garian soccer itself.” 

Arok singled out the Hun- 
garian article’s comment 
about Koritar looking aged, 
“wrinkled and tortured” on his 
return home. 


“This is utter nonsense; in 
many years of work in football 
I have never seen rosy cheeked 
and cubby players, who were 
also fit!”

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Len McKendry’s only been coaching Ajax 
for a couple of months but already he has 
won an Ampol Cup and regards the in- 
troduction of striker Bobby Toal into the team 
and the full utilisation of midfielder David 
Smaliman as the highlights of his stay so far. 


for $7,500 and Toal from 
George Cross for $4,500. Short 
had been out of the game for 15 
months due to a dispute with 
Croatia. It speaks volumes for 
McKendry’s opinion of the 
former Victorian state team 
player that after such a 
lengthy break he was signed 
for an uncommonly large fee 
for a State League defender. 

Toal’s pace and control 
always impressed McKendry. 
Now the former George Cross 
striker has a much improved 
attitude toward the game and 
is reaping the benefits, as evi- 
denced by his stunning Ampol 
Cup final performance. Toal 
wants to learn, wants to im- 
prove, and the signs indicate 
that his talents aren’t only des- 
tined for the State League 
scene. 

But that’s what McKendry 
and Ajax are all about — build- 
ing for the future, a future 
which looks almost certain to 
involve the green and whites in 
a regionalised national com- 
petition. Ajax must broaden 
its horizons. Its recent history 
shows that it has mastered the 
art of State League com- 
petition. New challenges are 
needed for this ambitious club: 
McKendry and’ his committee 
join with a growing number of 
soccer journalists in anticipa- 
tion of a regionalised national 
competition next year. 

Short and Toal weren’t mere 
stop-gap signings. They were 
signed because they will be ex- 
pected to do a job for the club 
in a regionalised competition. 

The quality of the current 
Ajax squad is unmatched in 
State League. However, a 
jump to the highest level of 
competition in the land entails 
new standards for Ajax, both 
in terms of coaching and play- 
ing staff and in terms of ad- 
ministration. 

McKendry already is a 
proven performer at national 
league level. Arnold Langer 
and Guy Spiteri rival any club 
administrative duo in Austra- 
lia. What of the Ajax players? 

“We need a minimum of 
three new players to compete 
at the highest level,’’ said 
McKendry. 





““A midfielder and a striker 
would be of paramount import- 
ance.

McKendry, as is his fashion, 
won't be drawn into predict- 
ions about the outcome of any 
game let alone the race to the 
championship. His soccer 
thoughts are obsessed with the 
coming match, the next ses- 
sion, what to work on, 
strengths and weaknesses of 
the opposition. He’s a. thor- 
oughly professional coach. 


Rumor has it that he could 
be Australia’s next national 
team coach. Albeit press rum- 
blings, the noises about 
McKendry taking over from 
Les Scheinflug have grown 
louder in the past fortnight. 


AS an interested observer, 
McKendry reserves the right 
to critically appraise the per- 
formances and direction of the 
Australian national team. 
Some see his criticism as 
counter-productive. He rejects 
that claim. 

“Surely, as a person, I've 
got a right to express an opin- 
ion. I'll always stand by that 
right. 

“Tl also do everything I can 
to help Les Scheinflug. I may 
not necessarily agree with 
certain things but that doesn’t 
stop me from helping the man, 
as I helped Jimmy Shoulder 
and Rudi Gutendorf before 
him. 

“I worked with Jimmy 
during the two games against 
Greece in 1978. 

“I produced eight players 
for Rudi — Gary Cole, Jamie 
Paton, John Yzendoorn, 
George Christopoulos, Alan 
Davidson, Yakka Banovic, Jim 
Campbell and Tommy 
Cumming. 

“You can’t doubt the help 
I’ve given Rudi even though I 
didn’t agree with the way he 
used my players. But that’s 
my professional and personal 
judgement. Surely I'm entitled 
to that. For example, Rudi 
used my defenders as men 
markers whereas I was using 
them as space markers. That’s 
a professional opinion. 
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owledge of-. 


"All 1 ask, is that my opin- 
ions are taken as my view on 
Soccer, not as harsh criti- 

m ” 


McKendry’s club coaching 
career has been highlighted by 
the magnificent method of 
play he developed at Heidel- 
berg United and which prob- 
ably peaked in 1980. 


“People still rave about that 
Grand Final win over Sydney 
City. I thought that we played 
better, if possible, the week 
before when we beat Hellas in 
the semi-finals. 


‘Apart from the memory of 
that method of play, I also 
have great memories of the 
players, guys like Jimmy 
Rooney, Gary Cole and Jamie 
Paton, the best striking part- 
ners this country has been in 
my time here. Then there's the 
emergence of John Yzendoorn 
at the back and Jim Campbell 
exploding onto the midfield 
scene. These are the things I'll 
remember about Heidelberg.”’ 


McKendry and Heidelberg 
parted late last year. McKen- 
dry intended going to Europe 
to watch other coaches in 
action and watch European 
soccer but after a three week 
break he missed the sport 
which consumes his everday 
life. Ajax approached him at 


precisely the right time. 


“T had had a long enough. 
break to relax and rekindle my 
enthusiasm. ] thought that the 
Green Gully job was the right 
sort of challenge for me — to 
develop a side capable of per- 
forming well in a regionalised 
national competition. I had re- 
considered my plans to go to 
Europe and I was impressed 
by Arnold Langer’s honesty 
when we discussed the possi- 
bility of me coaching Ajax.” 


The presence of such a well 
credentialled coach at Ajax 
reinforces the club’s growing 
stature in Victorian and Aus- 
tralian soccer. 

But if rumors linking 
McKendry with the Socceroo 
coaching job are true, the 
green and whites may have a

me to play, so I did. 

“We were doing quite well until the 75th 
minute when the referee gave a terrible penal- 
ty decision against us. I ran up to him and 
complained.

Then all our players surrounded him and he 
apparently was hit from behind and fell. It 
wasn't me who hit him. 

“We found out later that it was George but 
when I got to the tribunal I thought how ter- 
rible a thing it would be if this youngster’s 
career was ruined, sol took the rap.”’

Ajax’s president at the time was Charlie 
Farrugia. He hounded the VSF for two years 
before the federation relented and lifted Lang- 
er’s lifetime ban. 


Langer resumed playing for a season or two 
but was plagued by ankle injuries and even- 
tually retired. He left Ajax but returned about 
five years later to watch the odd game. Lou 
Stafrace was president then. Farrugia still 
was on the committee but family pressure 
was interferring with his club duties. He 
asked Langer to help. 


Two months before the Ajax annual general 
meeting in October, 1979, Langer was co-opted 
onto the committee. At that AGM he became 
club treasurer. Guy Spiteri became president. 
Ajax’s surge toward the top in Victorian 
soccer had started. 


“We appointed Bobby McLachlan as coach 
in January, 1980. My first, immediate impres- 
sion of Bobby was that he could do a job for us. 
I thought to myself, here's a man who can 
take us places,”’ said Langer. 


Ajax’s aim was to climb into the State 
League top four in 1980. It finished third. 


The green and whites took a crack at the 
championship the following year and succeed- 
ed. They also won the Ampol and Dockerty 
Cups in 1981. 


1982 was just as successful. A second suc- 
cessive championship and the Dockerty and 
State League Cups were added to an impres- 
sive haul of honors. 


Langer sees a sound administration as the 
springboard for success. Sure, you need good 
players and good coaching, but the running of 
the club is of paramount importance to Lang- 
er: 


“I had difficulties during my first year as 
Ajax treasurer. Being a German, I found that 
a few Maltese people were watching me left, 
right and centre to see what I was doing with 
their club’s money. I don’t have any such 
problems now. I'd like to think that I have 
earned the respect of everyone at the club. 


“You've got to have a top administration to 
get anywhere. Look at South Melbourne 
Hellas — all the money in the world, all the 
players, a great coach in Rale Rasic — but it 
hasn't got anywhere in the national league. I 
put that down to poor administration. 
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Arnoid Langer — banned for 
life as a player 


“Hellas lacks discipline. Look at some of 
the goings on there with players over the past 
few years.”’ 

Langer and president Guy Spiteri are the 
strong men at Ajax. Langer says that every 
decision is argued among the committee and 
put to the vote. He refutes any suggestion of 
Ajax's administration being merely a two- 
man show. And Langer isn’t eyeing the Ajax 
presidence. 


“T wouldn't want to be president of any 
club,"" he says. 


“My aim is to remain on the Federation's 
board of management and maybe, take on a 
more responsible role in the future. 


“One day I'd love to be involved with the 
national team. I really enjoy my work with the 
State squad and my aim there is to make the 
Victorian team the showpiece of the States.”’ 


Langer is forthright about the number of 
good coaches here, and who could com- 
petently handle the Socceroo job. 


“There are five top-class coaches in Victor- 
ia — Len McKendry, John Gardiner, Rale 
Rasic, Bobby McLachlan and Cedo Cirkovic. 
They are the only men I would let look after 
my team. With any one of them in charge I 
could go home and sleep well at night.

First there’s the climate. it was 
winter, but the temperature was 4 
constant 30-plus and the sea was 
warm. We had the choice of lang- 
uishing under swaying palms on 
Waikiki beach, sunbeking by the 
pool and the bar at our hotel, the 
Princess Kaiulani, or travelling 
across the cloud-embraced moun- 
tains to the more sedate and more 
deautiful north. 


At night, Waikiki and down- 
turn Honolulu offered a 
myriad of nightclubs and bars 
for the sedate or the kinky. 
The restaurants featured food 
fare from most nationalities 
and if you like that sort of 
thing, you can have just about 
every type of take-away meal 
in the world. 


John Economos practically 
blew his mind, John of the 
Sydney publication Soccer 
Whatsisname, had never been 
out of Australia before. it was 
all too much for him.

pleasure-induced coronary. He 
was so wrapt he spent four hours 
writing about a thousand post 
cards only an hour after geiting 
off the Pan Am liner. Then he 
spent an hour buying an Hawati 
T-shirt. 


The hospitality couldn't 
have been better. Dennis 
Minga and his lovely Jane, Sue 
Harrington, big Pete ‘“‘Lurch”’ 
McKibbin and Co. bent over 
backwards until their spines 
cracked. 


It’s Minga, who’s been run- 
ning soccer tournaments in 
Hawaii since 1976, who gave us 
most of the spiel about this 
island State. 


Diamond Head, a now dor- 
mant volcano that overlooks 
Kapiolani Park, site of the 
soccer masters, was mistaken 
by the first European settlers 
as a goldmine — or, to be pre- 
cise, a diamond mine. Vol- 
canic flows had left crystalline 
remains that resembled pieces 
of broken Coke bottle but alas, 
they weren’t diamonds after 
all. Now the US army has a 
small base inside the volcano. 
In fact, after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, the army took 
over all the mountain tops for 
Strategic purposes and thus 
became one of five major land- 
owners in the Hawaiin Islands. 
The other four are family 
estates — those of Campbell, 
Bishop, Alexander and Bald- 
win and Castle & Cook. 


the mountains outside Honolulu. _ 


On a tour down ‘‘Milliona- 
ries’ *“Row'’ — the longest 
stretch of millionaries in the 
world — we are enlightened to 
the fact that film stars Carole 
Burnett, Jim Nabors and 
James McArthur all have 
houses here. At nearby 
Waialae golf club the initiation 
fee is a mere $15,000, plus 
about $5000 a year member- 
ship. 


We get to see the little beach 
which was used by Burt Lan- 
caster and Deborah Kerr for 
their renowned sexual encoun- 
ter in ‘““From Here to Eterni- 
ty”. Minga tells us the sand is 
still warm . . . It’s opposite 
Rabbit Island. Appropriate, I 
thought. 


And did you know that ac- 
cording to legend, the islan- 
ders ate the palms and soles of 
Captain Cook after they killed 
him, in order to retain some of 
his magic? 


Minga also tells us the story 
of King Kamehameha, origina- 
tor of the old Hawaiian dynas- 
ty. This guy — who stood at 6 ft 
5 ins — gained power by in- 
viene all his rivals to dinner 
and killing them. Minga, in 
contrast, invites us to a 
Chinese restaurant and kills us 
with jokes and good-natured 
ribs about me eating the 
flowers from my Mi-Tai (Ha- 
waiian alcoholic foliage). 


Anyway, back to Kameha- 
mea. Some Europeans take 
him to England to see how 
royalty lives, and he decides 
he wants to live the Same way. 
He needs money, though. So 
this Pom with an eye for a 
buck works out a plan. He tells 
him to give away all the land 
to all the people and in return, 
collect taxes. If they fail to 
pay up, this guy says, then 
their next of kin are responsi- 
ble, and if they haven’t got. the 
cash, then the land can be 
bought for the value of the 
unpaid taxes. 


_ Right, says the King let’s do 
It. 


So this guy — I think his 
name was Judd — devised a 
clever scheme to get all the land 
for himself. Every time some 
Hawaiian died, he entered in the 
official records not the name of 
the deceased, but a different 
name entirely. Relatives on the 


other side of the island had no 


way of knowing who the dead 
guy was, so they didn't pay the 
taxes owing. In stepped Judd and

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now dormant volcano, overlooks Kapiolani Park, venue of the 


Masters tournament. 


Today, as a result of his con- 
nivance, no-one In Hawali 
knows to whom he or she fs re- 
lated. 


A bit more tourist trivia — 
Hawaii has the highest cost of 
living in the US and the 25th 
highest average income, it has 
no biliboards, most couples 
work for the government by 
day and in the tourist industry 
at night, so they have four in- 
comes, which just about make 
ends meet. A two-bedroom flat 
in Honolulu costs about $800 a 
month. Out in the sticks, 

‘ou’re up for between $350 and 
for a two-bedroom house. 


A plague of rats developed in 
Hawaii as these cute little 
rodents jumped off ships from 
China in the last century. Ac- 
cording to Minga, a misguided 
Italian (Minga too is of ltalian 
ancestry) tells the men who mat- 
ter: “Have I gotta da schema for 
you". Minga reckons it was on 
of this relatives. Get mangooses 
(mongeese) out here, and they'll 
kill all the rats. Wrong. Mong- 
eese eat snakes, not rats. Also, 
rats are nocturnal, mongeese 
come out in daylight. Now 
Hawaii has a huge population of 
both rats and mongeese 
(mongooses) and a strange look- 
ing creature called a ratgoose. or 
is it montrat?????? 


Anyway, back to the soccer. 
I see Laguna of Hawaii beat 
Ist FC monton (half Ger- 
man, half Croatian) to ad- 
vance to the final against 
Langley of California, I have 
to leave before the final, which 
is played at Aloha Stadium, 
near Pear!

He’s 
huge in build, a former goal- 
keeper who had his cheekbone 








busted, his eye socket splin- 
tered and his life hanging by a 
thread because he tried to 
make a save with his face, 
Economos wanted a picture 
taken with McKibbin but the 
photographer found it difficult 
to fit both in the frame for a 
close-up.

However, it would be failing 
in my duty as State Director of 
Coaching if I ignored the fol- 
lowing passage from Craig 
McKenzie’s report in the 
game. MacKenzie wrote: 
“One of the most insidious 
aspects of our coaching course 
structure is that far too many 
players are gaining their 
senior badges."’ 


The Oxford Dictionary des- 
cribes the word insidious as: 
treacherous, crafty; proceed- 
ing secretly. 


The coaching course struc- 
ture certainly is not treache- 
rous, it is certainly about de- 
veloping the skills of individ- 
uals so the world ‘‘craft’’ in 
that respect can be linked with 
the structure. 


We do not “‘proceed secret- 
ly” so I am left wondering how 
the coaching structure and the 
word “insidious” are in any 
way connected? 

The main point that MacK- 
enzie is making is that over 
the years a number of senior 
players have participated in 
coaching courses and a few of 
them have reached senior 
coaching level. Having 
achieved this status MacK- 
enzie then assumes that the 
said players spend the remain- 
der of their careers question- 
ing the credibility of their club 
coach. 

If the latter is correct, and I 
doubt it in most cases, then the 
fault must surely lie with the 
individual and not the coaching
